Field work started with a bang, 
out at Old 
Orchard 
farm, 
last 
week and in spite of w eather con­ 
ditions not particularly favorable, 
two plows were kept moving from 
early mornin g until

noon, every day of the week. W al­ 
ter Nelson started the tractor pull­ 
ing a disc, harrow in the 
corn­ 
field on Monday, to knock down 
an d cut up the corn stalks, left 
sta ndin g from last season’s crop. 
The field was covered twice with 
th e disc, doing a fine job, to put 
th e surface of the field in shape 
for plowing. On W ednesday J i m ­ 
mie l^each started the team 
and 
walking plow 
moving 
in 
that 
field, while W a lte r took the trac­ 
to r and plow' over 
to 
the 
Tom 
Jones forty, where heavy sod is 
being turned under. 
Both of th e boys had to wear 
heavy winter clothing 
most 
of 
every day of the week and some 
mornings the surface of the soil 
was slightly frozen, from the low 
nightly te m peratures. But 
it 
is 
calculated 
that by th e time the 
plowing Is finished, more favor­ 
able1 w eather conditions will have 
developed, 
to m a k e possible the 
actual seeding of the crops. It is 
hoped this week to get eight acres 
of oats, seeded down with Alsace 
and Timothy, in the ground at Old 
Orchard farm proper and a big 
sta rt made toward the same 
pro­ 
gram over on the 
Jones 
place. 
Twenty-six acres of land has been 
leased from Tom Jones for 
the 
season and over there 
Old 
Or­ 
chard will plant six acres of corn, 
to he cut this fall for ensilage, ten 
acres of oats and ten acres of bar­ 
ley. On the two places Old Or­ 
c h a r d ’s crop program for the sea­ 
son then will provide for 12 acres 
of corn, 18 acres of oats, IO acres 
of 
barley and six acres of pota­ 
toes. 
Busy W eeks Ahead 
The next few weeks are bound 
to be busy ones for the farm crew 
at Old Orchard, for the oats and 
barley m ust go on the ground as 
soon as possible, while the 
corn 
should be planted around May IO 
and the potatoes between May 15 
and May 20. 
The new 
arrangem ent, 
made 
ten days ago, to have W alter Nel­ 
son live on the farm with Jimmie 
and his sister, is 
working 
out 
fine. As W e '*er is on hand to help 
with some of ihe chores night and 
morning, lightening some of 
the 
burden from Jim m ie 's broad but 
aging shoulders. W alter gets the 
tractor in the field early 
every 
morning, 
while 
Jim m ie finishes 
up the chores and gets the 
team 
at their job. a little later. In the 
afternoon Jiiumie comes in early 
I rom the field, to get the night 
chores started, while W alter keeps 
the tractor whizzing up and down 
the field, ti ut ii supper 
time. 
By 
following that program a lot of 
work is accomplished every day. 
The dairy cows are new turned 
out of the stable during the mid­ 
dle of every day and, for exercise, 
are allowed to blouse down in the 
wooded corner, near Julia Duran- 
eeau's store. The ewes and 
their 
lambs are also allowed the same 
freedom, but both the cows and 
the sheep tire rath e r quickly of 
th eir freedom and after 
a 
few 
hours they are generally 
found 
back in the barnyard, eating hay 
from 
the 
out-of-door 
feeding 
racks. 
Bing Is Puzzled 
Ring, the farm pup, just can't 
pm used to the idea of allowing 
the stock out of the stable and the 
barn yard. The first few days that 
the cows and sheep traveled down 
Into the woods in the corner, Ring 
thought 
everything 
had 
gone 
wrong. IL1 would stand 
on 
the 
hill and bark his head off, appar­ 
ently trying to call 
his 
friends 
back to w h at he knew was a zone 
of safety, but neither the 
cows 
nor the sheep seemed to 
u n d er­ 
stand his language and they came 
back when they were good 
and 
ready. But when a few stragglers 
rem ain ed down in the field, Ring 
was allowed to go down and d ri\e 
th em up to the barn and he seem­ 
ed to th in k that was great stuff.

Washington (UP)—Agriculture j 


department scientists have discov- ' 
ered a practical method for con- 
vening lignin, one of the nation's 
most abundant waste products, 
into valuable industrial materials. 


Lignin long has been chemis- 


try's problem child-

one-fourth of the structure of all 
fibrous plants, including trees, 
corn cobs and •srheat 
aud 
corn 


stalks. 
Millions of dollars have 


been spent trying to convert it to 
industrial uses* 


Scientists of the V. S. Forest 


Service's Forest products labora- 
tory at Madison, Wis., have dis- 
covered that by adding hydrogen 
to lignin they can convert this 
•waste product of wood into five 
products that bear promise of be- 
ing valuable raw materials with 
many uses.

One is a well-known product—

stances, all of which are labeled 
by chemical formula, is valuable 
as a solvent for 
organic 
gums,

The second and third substances 


are thick liquids which become 
solid after standing a long while. 
Both may be made into plastic 
materials for building purposes. 
The fourth, which also may be 
tised as a plastic, is valuable as 
a cement or adhesive for wood, 
paper, metal and other materials. 


As a by-product of paper 
and 


industrial 
cellulose mills, about 


1.500,000 dry-weight-tons of lig- 
nin are dumped into streams each 
year, making it a pollution and 
disposal problem as well as one 
of waste. 


Cements AVood Cells 


The cellulose, or wood cells, is 


used in making paper and rayon 
raid is now the most important 
wood constituent from a chemical 
conversion standpoint. The ce-' 
menting substance in and around 
the cells is lignin. 


Because of its complex chemical 


nature, lignin in its natural form 
has baffled scieutists. 
By submit- 


ting it to the hydrogenation proc- 
ess scientists changed its chemical 
nature so that it could be broken 
down into component parts. 


The hydrogen atoms were added 


to a solution of purified lignin by 
means of heat, pressure and use 
of copper chromiium oxide. Under 
this treatment the dirty, brown 
lignin solution was changed to a 
thick, sticky, colorless fluid. The 
copper chromium oxide was then 
removed by use of a centrifuge, 
which works on the principle of a 
cream separator. The residue then 
was distilled to create the wood 
alcohol and four new substances.

catches were made through

Some of the wise guys 
tell you to use skis or else carry 
a long pole when venturing out 
on the rotten spring ice, and its a 
good idea. 


Some ice anglers, when fishing

One fel- 
low, who is an early season lake 
trouter, advises this department 
thusly:
